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If a band of Seminole Indians were to stop by the Fort Wilder- 
ness Meadow Trading Post for supplies and look across the 
pond, they would think that some new settlers had moved to 
Florida with the decided intention to stay. And while — sure 
enough — there is a genuine log cabin going up over there, 
it's not exactly for settlers of the permanent type, nor is it your 
standard, ordinary everyday log cabin. Not by a long shot! 

While most log cabins were built with lumber felled and 
sized on the cabin site, the wood for this particular cabin was 
cut, sized, notched, marked, and lot of other things, up in 
North Carolina by Rocky River Log Homes, Incorporated, an 
outfit that designs and builds log cabins professionally. Once 
the cabin is completed it resembles for all the world a real-life 
size set of Lincoln Logs, ready to be assembled on site any- 
where the purchaser chooses. The pioneers never had it so 
good! 

There are a few other differences from the originals too. 
While the pioneers used mud to seal the cracks between the 
logs on their cabins, the modern versions utilize rubber, 
sponge-like strips to keep bugs out and the environmentally 
controlled air in. 

And there will be no mowing of a sod roof for our landscape 
hosts with this cabin! Instead, modern asphalt architectural 
shingles will be used. Add to these features such amenities as 
a concrete floor, specially treated wood that will withstand 
both insects and weather, and corners that come already 
notched and ready for assembly and you have a cabin that 
goes up in no time.

Once completed, the cabin will be the new Fort Wilder- 
ness Bike Barn facility where our guests may go to rent 
bicycles, canoes, or electric-powered carts with which to tour 
our wonderful wilderness areas. The cabin itself will be com- 
pletely assembled by the end of the first week in April, with all 
the electrical and other major work finished on or about the 
first of May. Guests can expect to see the new facility open for 
business sometime this summer after our own carpenters 
move in to do finish work on the interior. 

Besides being a wonderfully themed addition to the Fort 
Wilderness area, the new cabin will feature much more 
storage space than is presently available in the existing bike 
barn, as well as being more centrally located for our guests. 
Perhaps the best feature of the new cabin will be, according 
to Dennis Burke, of Fort Wilderness Services, ”... the great 
fishin’ out front!” 

“Take it all around,” as Huck Finn would have observed, 
the new 1,440-square-foot cabin will be a welcome addition 
to Fort Wilderness, both to our guests and to the Walt Disney 
World cast members.

WALT DISNEY 
PRODUCTIONS AND 
RETLAW REACH AN 

AGREEMENT 


Walt Disney Productions has an- 
nounced that it has reached agree- 
ment in principle with Retlaw Enter- 
prises, Inc., regarding the acquisi- 
tion by Walt Disney Productions of 
certain assets from Retlaw. The 
agreement in principle contemplates 
that Walt Disney Productions would 
acquire from Retlaw the monorail 
system in operation at Disneyland 
Park in Anaheim, Calif., for $2.5 
million in cash. It also contemplates 
that Walt Disney Productions would 
receive a five year option from Ret- 
law to acquire all of Retlaw’s rights to 
the Walter E. Disney name for $45 
million, payable not later than three 
years after exercise in cash, or, at 
Walt Disney Productions’ option, in 
its common stock, with interest at 
10%. Walt Disney Productions would 
grant Retlaw an option to extend for 
five years the lease of the narrow- 
gauge steam railroad at Disneyland 
Park, which presently expires in 
1991, subject to the right of Walt Dis- 
ney Productions to acquire the steam 
railroad from Retlaw, at anytime 
after five years from the date of stock- 
holder approval of the transaction, at 
a price to be determined. 


Retlaw, a corporation organized 
by the late Walt Disney, is owned by 
members of his family, including 
Diane Disney Miller, the wife of 
Ronald W. Miller, President and 
Chief Operating Officer and a direc- 
tor of Walt Disney Productions. Ret- 
law has advised the Company that it 
intends to contribute its rights to the 
name, subject to Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions’ option, to a nonprofit 
charitable corporation whose princi- 
pal purpose will be to perpetuate the 
name, works and life of Walt Disney 
through the funding of charitable 
and educational activities. 


Retlaw has for a number of years 
licensed Walt Disney Productions to 
use, and authorize others to use, the 
Walter E. Disney name for certain 
purposes and received royalty pay- 
ments from Walt Disney Productions 
for such uses. In addition, Retlaw has 
for a number of years owned the 
monorail and narrow-gauge steam 
railroad systems at Disneyland Park 
which it has operated under leases 
from Walt Disney Productions.

For a Cooler Kitchen — (or)

è Use as little water as possible when 
boiling or steaming foods. You'll save 
both energy and nutrients. 

e Thaw frozen foods before cooking 
unless thawing will reduce the qual- 
ity of the food.
